a result of extra “ knee bracing" 
added to support 
weight on 
columns inside the structure 
that were deem ed by the con­ 


stru ction

Many questions were then 
raised by board m em bers as to 
the reasons for the oversight 
Concerning the paving of areas 
designated landscape islands in 
the plans.

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TIIK NEW CLASS OF NEEDY’ 
A recent issue of The Wall Street Journal profiles the 
new class of Americans taking advantage of the op­ 
portunity to buy Federal Food stamps. 


One subject is a Boston family living in the upper 
middle class section of Dorchester. The father is a 39- 
year-old bus mechanic earning $15,000 a year. Their 
seven-room house is well-furuishcd, has two television 
sets, a pool table in the recreation room and most of the 
“luxury" items installed in middle class homes. 


The family has six children. Size of the family, sizable 
medical bills, private parochial school tuition and other 
“set" costs brought family disposable income down to a 
point at which the family head was entitled to Federal 
food stamps. 


Data from across the nation indicate that an in­ 
creasing number of middle class Americans such as 
accountants, factory workers, truck drivers, government 
employes and school-teachers are now able to qualify for 
Federal stamps. College students from upper middle 
class families are also qualifying in increasing numbers. 


Last year the program cost the Federal government 
$2.7 billion. The figure will be $4.2 billion th:." year. As with 
most Federal programs it will grow and grow. Next year, 
if trends continue, it will double again. 


Original objective of this “relief” was eminently 
worthy and necessary: to help the truly poor, and aged 
and lowest-level disadvantaged to supplement their 
subsistence diets with more nourishing food. 


We seem to have reached the point, however, at which 
the Federal government — the taxpayer -- must help 
maintain every person's standard of living at the two-TV, 
two-car, private school level. There is growing sentiment 
that the government — the taxpayer — should guarantee 
every family insulation against anxiety, prudent planning 
and budgeting, even in times of inflation and recession. 


Can the Federal government, even if it should, 
assume responsibility of sheltering the $15,000-a-year 
family so that its head may be absolved from the personal 
responsibility of planning, saving and doing without 
certain non-essentials in order to keep the budget in the 
black9 Because that family has sufficient children to 
“qualify" for Federal aid. does that make such aid 
deserved — or necessary? 


These questions have obvious answers, but they are 
lost in the scram ble lo ‘get ours because everyone else is 
getting theirs ” 


Unloading personal responsibility on the Federal 
government has become a horrible disease of the 
American spirit. Unless it is checked — and soon — it will 
kill us as persons and as a nation. 


What the country needs is an “Agonizing Reap­ 
praisal” of the role of government. It is time to reassess 
all Federal subsidy programs, including the unending 
subsidies to business, agriculture, labor, education and 
transportation (the list is endless, too). Difficult as it will 
surely be — for we are all feeding at the trough — we must 
turn around soon, before it is too late.

Re-organization of Indiana’s 
judicial system, a high priority 
item for the 1975 General 
Assembly, will not be easy. 
Past record of the legislature 
does not hold out much hope for 
a compromise with the dead­ 
line 
rapidly 
approaching. 
Unable to reach agreement, the 
last short session continued the 
office of Justice of the Peace for 
one year until December 31, 
1975. For at least the seventh 
time since 1953, the General 
Assembly will attempt to create 
a system of small courts. 
In territorial days of the state, 
travel 
was 
difficult 
and 
distances great. The office of 
Peace 
Constable 
was 
established in 1970 to carry 
justice to all citizens. The office 
was w ritten into the first 
Indiana Constitution of 1816 as 
Justice of the Peace courts, and 
continued as a Constitutional 
office in the present document. 
At 
the 
tim e, 
the 
legal 
profession was in disrepute, as 
it is today. There was a serious 
suggestion at 
the 
Indiana 
Constitutional Convention of 
1850 that the profession of law be 
abolished, Instead, it was 
decided any individual could be 
a 
law yer, 
with 
the 
Bar 
exam ination 
a 
recent 
in­ 
novation. The Constitution was 
w ritten to perm it anyone, 
regardless of age, education or 
training, to become a Justice of 
the Peace and adm inister 
“justice." 
A law was passed in 1957 
requiring Justices of the Peace 
to be attorneys or to pass an 
examination approved by the 
Supreme Court. Challenged in 
the courts, it was held uncon­ 
stitutional. 
Legislation 
to 
abolish the office was defeated 
in the 1953, 1957, 1965 and 1967 
sessions 
of 
the 
G eneral 
Assembly. Only when made a 
part of 
an overall judicial 
reform of all courts, was such 
an amendment approved by the 
voters to become effective 
January I, 1972. 
Some 80 per cent of all judicial 
matters are handled by the 
Justice of the Peace courts, 
where any citizen can appear 
without a lawyer, pay low filing 
fees and court costs, and receive 
instant “justice.” 
During 
the 
1974 
short 
legislative session, the Senate 
passed a bill calling for 77 
lawyer-judges elected to four 
year terms. They would have 
been organized in eight court 
districts in the 92 counties. The 
vote was 32 to 18 for the new 
system. 
The House passed a bill by a 
vote of 67 to 26 to create 
M agistrate 
Courts 
in 
all 
counties, with five divisions in 
all counties, with more in Lake 
and Marion counties. Some 462 
magistrates would be elected to 
four year terms, with lawyers 
and non-law yers subject to 
examinations based on stand­

invasion of his country. 
Upon advice of State Depart­ 
ment officials, Truman ignored 
Rhee’s 
pleas 
and 
shortly 
thereafter withdrew the Ameri­ 
can forces that had stormed 
onto the Korean Peninsula Sept. 
8, 1945 to rout Japanese forces 
there in the closing days of 
World War II. 
The 
withdrawal 
and

resulting military vacuum in

Obedience To The Law 


Is Commanded By Jesus 


By F 'SHA DOUGLASS 
Some ot the passages from 
Matthew we study today have 
been very puzzling to many 
Christians. 
Here Jesus com­ 
m ands strict obedience to the 
Jew ish 
law', and 
prom ises 
punishm ent 
for 
those 
who 
disregard 
it. 
The 
law 
was 
completely 
binding 
and 
im­ 
m utable: “ For truly I say to 
you, till heaven and earth pass 
away, not an iota, not a dot, will 
pass from the law until all is 
accom plished.” Yet on occasion 
Jesu s d isre g a rd e d the law 
h im self 
and 
was 
finally 
crucified as a law-breaker by 
men who devoted their entire 
life to studying and following the 
law. 
On 
the surface, therefore, 
Jesu s’s career would seem to be 
a repudiation of his own firmly

stated principles regarding the 
law. 
Actually, however, any 
such supposition is erroneous 
because it does not take into 
account two quite different 
m eanings attached to the word 
“law .” 
The Jewish Law 
The Jewish law as practiced 
by the Pharisee* was an un- 
believeably complex set of rules 
d esigned to c a rry out 
the 
principles of the Ten Com­ 
m andm ents and m aintain the 
purity of the worship of God 
The elaboration of these rules 
began in the period following the 
Babylonian Captivity and went 
on for at least two hundred 
years after the death of Christ. 
The Jew s of this era were keenly 
aw are of the many times their 
a n c e sto rs had violated the 
covenant with God and 
the 
m any ways in worship of Him 
had been corrupted by the in 
tro d u ction 
of 
pagan 
rite s. 
Hence, beginning with Ezra and 
Nehemiah, Jewish leaders were 
determ ined that if only to avoid 
another punishment like 
the 
C ap tiv ity this d isre g a rd of 
God’s law must never happen 
again. 
B ut, 
like 
m any 
w orthy 
projects launched with the best 


of intentions, the purification of 
the Jewish legal "constitution" 
was m arred by excessive zeal. 
In the effort to translate moral 
and religious principles into 
practice, the devoted men who 
under took 
this 
ta s k —the 
P h a r i s e e s - c r e a t e d 
a 
straightjacket of blue laws. So, 
for exam ple, in order to specify 
that the sabbath would bt* a 
day 
of rest, the law decreed 
that 
no 
burden 
be 
carried 
“greater than food equal in 
weight to a dried fig. enough 
wine for mixing in a goblet, milk 
enough for one swallow, honey 
enough to put on a wound. . ." 
and so on. When the entire 
compilation of the law was 
m ade in the third century A 
D —the M isnah—it filled a book 
of eight hundred pages. The 
authroitative com m entary on 
this law—the Talmud -cam e to 
twelve printed volumes. 
Law and .Moral Principle 
When Jesus m ade his en­ 
dorsem ent of the law he was not 
re fe rrin g to the rules and 
reg u latio n s 
cited 
above, 
however. Verses 20 to 48 of 
Matthew 5, which follow the 
selections for study today, make 
it plain that the “law” to him 
was the body of moral principles 
which the Jewish law of the day 
w as designed to implement And 
it was not enough to give m ere 
lip service to these principles. 
They had to be put into practice. 
This 
is 
the 
significance 
of 
Jesus’s statem en t: “ Every man 
who hears these words of mine 
and does them will be like a wise 
man who built his house on a 
rock.. .And every one who hears 
these words of mine and does 
not do them will be like a foolish 
man who built his house upon 
the sand;. . .” 
We tend to think of “faith” in 
the sense of belief and con­ 
viction 
But 
these words of 
Jesus m ake it plain that faith is 
action The mouthing of creeds 
or tne iteration of what we 
believe or do not believe in the 
Bible m eans nothing until these 
beliefs determ ine and govern 
the ways in which we live our 
everyday lives. Although often 
stated, this point cannot be f 
much stressed Of all Christian 
principles it has perhaps been 
the most neglected. 
To Live By Law 


For fallible human 
beings 
there will always be a gap 
between law and observance, 
between adherence to the letter 
of the law and the spire of the 
law It was to narrow th*> gap 
that Jesus m ade the .statements 
about law which we study today. 
On one hand he* m akes it plain 
that we must know what the law 
is and what it demands. But 
m erely c a rry in g out 
these 
dem ands by rote does not make 
a good person, even though it 
creates a law-abiding person. 
To live by law and to be a 
person of faith requires an inner 
transform ation of intent and an 
outer m anifestation of behavior 
that goes far beyond the letter of 
the law.

Seek out your shoe re p a ir­ 
m an, says Billie J. C ham bers 
You’ll probably be surprised 
how m any w ays he can put your 
fo o tw e a r

in to tip -to p 
shape—at a fraction of the cost 
of a new pair of shoes. 
This is especially true if the 
heels a re dam aged 
but 
the 
upper p art of the shoe is in good 
shape. 
“ H eels 
th a t 
h a v e 
b een 
covered w ith leather or vinyl 
ca n 
be 
r e c o v e re d ,” 
M rs. 
C ham bers says. “ P ainted heels 
can 
som etim es 
be 
renew ed, 
too." 
If brightly colored but badly 
scuffed shoes a re your problem , 
your 
shoe rep airm an has a 
rem edy for that, too. Although 
re g u la r sh o e p o lish es d o n ’t 
usually do the trick, dye will, 
M rs. C ham bers notes 
However, the shoe repairman 
m ay not be able to 
match the 
original bright color of your 
shoe. In that case, the specialist 
su g g e sts th a t you c o n sid e r 
having the shoes dyed brown, 
black, or navy.

Sweden Makes Front 
Seat Belts Mandatory

STOCKHOLM (UPI) - The 
Swedish 
governm ent 
today 
became 
the 
first 
nation 
in 
Western Europe to make the 
use 
of 
front 
seat 
belts 
mandatory in cars traveling on 
all the nation’s roads. 


A spokesman for the govern­ 
ment’s Traffic* Safety Board 
said the law, which carries a 
$12 fine if violated, hopefully 
would reduce auto deaths and 
injuries by up to 25 per cent. 


France has a mandatory seat 
belt law, but the measure only 
applies to drivers outside city 
limits. 


Australia, the first Western 
nation to introduce compulsory 
seat belt across the country, 
reported a 25 per cent drop in 
casualties during the first year 
-1971. 


"This is the figure we are 
striving for,” the safety board 
spokesman said. 


in 1974, police said prelimi­ 
nary statistics showed that 962 
persons were killed in traffic 
accidents in this country of 8 
million. 


"There rm y be a few more 
because those killed after 6 
p m on New Y ear’s Eve have 
not been counted officially yet," 
a police official said

W. T. Grant To 


Close 66 


More Stores 


NEW VORK (UPI) - Finan­ 
cially troubled W.T. Grant Co., 
the variety store chain, said 
today it will close 66 more 
stores this year instead of 50 
more as originally announced 
The company notified vendors 
to halt shipments of m erchan­ 
dise to the 66 stores, all of 
which the company said, are 
unprofitable. The 66 stores are 
in addition to 26 Grant stores 
whose closing this month had 
been ordered The new closings 
will take place between Febru­ 
ary and July. 
They include a num ber of the 
large Grant City departm ent 
stores built and opened in the 
past five years. 
Grant reported a $50 million 
shrinkage in sales for the first 
IO months of 1974 and a loss of 
$22 47 million for the first three 
quarters It earned $8 49 million 
or 59 cents a share in the fiscal 
year ended Jan. 31, 1974 on 
sales of $1.85 bilion and last 
Jan. 31 had 
1,189 stores in 
operation. 
About 
50

closed in January, 1974

These and other “m ajors” 
leading to the bachelor of arts 
degree, on the surface, seem 
highly unrelated to jobs listed 
in the help-wanted sections of 
papers. 
So questions come up. To wit: 
—Is 
the 
bachelor of arts 
degree a ripoff? 
—Should the pursuit for such 
a degree be limited to those 
born rich, and not in need of a 
paycheck after the sheepskin? 
Dr. 
John 
Hurt 
Fisher, 
a 
professor of English at the 
University 
of 
Tennessee 
in 
Knoxville, 
was 
asked 
those 
questions during an interview 
in New York. 
He was in town to preside at 
the 
annual 
meeting of 
the 
Modern Language Association. 
He w as presid en t when the 
meeting 
started. 
His 
term 
ended when the meeting did. 
M ore than 9,000 from the 
languages—about half English 
teachers and the rest teachers 
of F ren ch , G erm an, Spanish 
and such—were in attendance. 
Most are teachers in college 
fields, where m ajors lead to the 
arts degree usually. 
Many young members were 
seeking jobs. Young E nglish 
m ajors and their peers who 
m ajored 
in 
other 
languages 
drive cabs, 
take custodian’s 
jobs and clerk in departm ent 
stores. Some wait on tables. 
The financial return on their 
expensive college 
educations 
hardly seem s good. Ditto for 
the job satisfaction. 
At the meeting many jobless 
young 
holders of 
bachelor’s 
degrees sought to buttonhole 
departm ent heads who do (he 
hiring. To escape them many 
departm ent 
heads 
from 
the 
colleges 
kept 
their 
name 
badges 
in 
their 
purses 
or 
pockets. They went incognito. 
Dr, Fisher said the question 
in higher education should not 
be—Is an arts degree or a 
m ajor in poetry or history a 
ripoff? 
Rather, he said, one should 
address the real problem: How 
can the education establish 
m ent, in conscience, encourage 
around 60 per cent of high 
school 
graduates 
to 
go 
to 
college, preparing for white- 
collar work. There are not that 
many 
jobs 
requiring 
such 
preparation. 
T hat’s why you have persons 
with Ivy L eague degrees in 
FLiglish driving cabs in New 
York, according to Dr Fisher. 
The Ivy League degrees are 
among the costliest Tuition and 
room and board come to about 
$6,000 a year. The schools say 
the cost of a year to them is 
around $16,000 a year 
In 1924, when about IO or 15 
per cent of the population was 
in college, a Yale degree in 
English could be good prepara­ 
tion for becoming chairm an of 
the board of Standard Oil. 
Today a sim ilar degree may 
put a Yale grad in the running 
with six other of his clasm ates 
for a trainee’s job, according to 
Dr. Fisher. 


“ In 
the 
running” 
doesn’t 
mean the English m ajor gets 
the job. 
From the classifieds, jobs to 
shoot for would appear to be in 
com puters, the food and hotel 
fields, engineering or business 
adm inistration. 
T railing for such jobs is 
called skilling in education. 
It is so job-related that it is 
considered a first cousin of 
vocational education —hardly 
as highbrow as Chaucer or 
Keats. 
Dr. Fisher feels the problem 
of the arts and humanities is 
the problem of higher education 
in general—the huge stam pede 
for sheepskins. 
He disputes the contention 
that any one field is more 
secure for job prospects than 
any other. 
“There is a mystique among 
the young that -some occupa­ 
tions are more secure, such as 
engineering, 
com puters, 
the 
health fields,” he said. 
“There is no guarantee. 
“ I 
don’t 
despair 
for 
the 
hum anities. From as far back 
as you look, to ancient Greece 
and to ancient Rome and since, 
those schooled in the hum ani­ 
ties have provided the leader­ 
ship for the world. It is true 
today." 
So if you want to spend that 
$20,000 or m ore for a bachelor’s 
in poetry or French history, do 
so in good spirits. 
All things being competitive, 
who knows, you might turn out 
to be a world leader. It’s a 
little bit like a lottery, though.
